Seal Catching. 


From the Santa Barbara Press. 


Nearly all the live seal, sea lions 


and sea elephants that have been sent 
*> the Old World and the Eastern 
States daring the last fifteen years 
mve been captured from the Santa 
Barbara Islands. Every year more 
or less of these animals are captured 
on the islands for the purpose of 
supplying menageries in the Eastern 
States, and parties engaged in the 
business always come to Santa Bar- 
bara to secure men who have had 
years experience in capturing them. 


There are four expert vacquerous 


approach the animals that are out on 
the rocks near the beach, select- 
perhaps from a hundred or more— 
the big bull, which usually starts for 
the water, and, when the bull arrives 
at a convenient place on the sand, 
three riatas are, if possible thrown 
simultaneously, one over the animals 
neck, one over either of his front 
flippers and one over his rear flipper 
making a spread eagle of him in- 
stantly. The riata that holds the 
bull's rear flippers takes away his 
motive power, and while his other 
front flipper is lassoed, the riata are 
all fastened to the rocks or trees 
near by, so held by the men engaged 
while the large box—which has 
already been made—without the 
cover, brought and carefully stood 
on one end close behind the animal, 
unobserved, and, with a man on top 
of it, is dropped suddenly over the 
sea lion as he lies stretched at fill1 


length on the sand. Small ropes are 
worked under the box, and the ani- 
mal and lashed to the top ofthe box 
and at a given signal the riatas are 
loosened, the box turned over, and 
the animal held on his back in the 
bottom of the cage until the cover is 
securely nailed down, when the ropes 
and riatas are loosened and the ani 
mal free to move around in his oagi 
at will.

GRAMPA ULLRICH DROIHED, 


The Aged Father «f John Ullrich, Esq., 


Finds • Watery Grave Near the St. 


Louis Bridge—The Lifeless 


Body becoTered. 


Fill P*rtl«ltn of tke Sri UiUnt. 


This forenoon, shortly 
before nine 


o'clock, the startling intelligence reached 
the city that Grandpa John Ullrich, one of 
our well known German citizens who has 
lived among us for a period of over 22 
years, had met his death by drowning at 
WykofTs ford, near the St. Louis bridge 
which spans the Sangamon river at that 
point, and that the accidental drowning 
had taken place at about 8:30 o'clock. 
The report created quite a sensation, and 
soon a great number of people were on 
their way to tee scene of the distressing 
catastrophe. 
On arriving at the river 


soon after nine o'clock, our reporter 
found that the body of the drowned man 
had been recovered, and was then in a 
farm wagon on its way to the home of 
the deceased at the corner of Forest and 
Sigel streets. 


The particulars of the affair as related 


by Charles Wheeler and Abraham Lynch, 
who witnessed the accident, arc about as 
follows: They were crossing the wagon 
bridge on horseback on their way to Ma- 
con, and had reached the south end of 
the bridge. On looking back, Mr. Lynch 
observed a man in a top buggy driving 
one horse, in the act of fording the river 
which is very high at this time, and at a 
point just east of the railroad bridge 
where the current is very swift and the 
water at least 10 to 15 feet deep. 
Lynch 


remarked to Wheeler that the man would 
surely drown if he went much further, 
and on looking back again the men saw 
the occupant of the buggy standing erect 
trying to urge the horse through the 
water to the south bank. In his efforts to
